State Police had investigated the 
charge and found, there was no 
basis for it.

Lance Alworth, the University of 
Arkansas football star and Fau- 
bus1 youth campaign manager' 
passing bundles of Faubus litera- 
ture to five state troopers late 
Monday in the Dark Hollow sec 


. tion of North Little Rock. 


Bell's version of the incident: 
"State Police had arrested a 


speeder and two other patrolmen 
drove to the scene for Investigat- 
ing purposes. It just happened 
that 
a 
Faubus 
campaign 
car 


came along and stopped at the 
scene." 


Herman Lindsey, director of the 


State Police, also denied the al- 
legation. 


At Harrison Monday night, Rep. 


Dale Alford asked nearly a score 
of t'hretorical questions — mainly 
aiming at Faubus' pocketbook. 


Speaking on Ihe Harrison court- 


hoi';! lawn, Alford asked whether 
or iin.t it is true lhat Faubus, who 
is suiting an unprecedented fifth 
term, owns one quarter of the 
Foreman Cement Co, at Foreman?' 


The cement plant is a subsidiary 


of Arkansas Louisiana Gas Co. 
which is headed by another Fau- 
bus backer, W. R. (Witt) Steph- 
ens. 


Faubus, in the meantime, spoke 


before ROO persons Monday night 
at a gathering off Main Street in 
Newport where he stressed the 
progress Arkansas has made dur- 
ing his years of office. 


He touched lightly on his oppo- 


sition," chiding Sid McMath, a for- 
mer 
governor, 
for spending to 


much time out of the state while 
in office, and Alford for not know- 
ing what he is doing1 in the race. 


Of Coffelt,, Faubus reiterated Ms 


feeling that the Litlle Rock attor- 
ney is an entertaining candidate 
"but I leave him to the judgment 
of the good people of this state 
without further comment." 


The governor again referred to 


David Cox of Weiner as a man 
unable to organize a fish fry—a 
reference to a scheduled fish fry 
at Weiner which failed to mater- 
ialize. 


McMath appeared briefly on a 


statewide television hookup Mon- 
day nighl and decried action by 
the Democratic Slalc Committee 
in prohibiting all but Democrats 
from voting in the Jflly 31 prim- 
ary election. 


Earlier at a $10-a-plate break- 


fast in Little Rock, a film de- 
picting McMath's life was shown 
to 474 persons' and $10,610 in cam- 
paign funds was raised. It later 
was televised statewide. 


Faubus commented that the film 


was an extravaganza "produced 
in Hollywood, edited in St. Louis 
and paid for with New York mon- 
ey." 


Following a shosving of the film, 


McMath said Ihe resulls of the 
campaign lo date indicated a run- 
off in the governor's race. 


Faubus spoke at England and 


then attended funeral services for 
Rubin Pcttit of Delancy, a stale 
Highway Department employe who 
was killed in a highway accident 
last week. 


At a news conference Monday, 


Cox announced thai his campaign 
headquarters would open Wednes- 
day in Liltle Rock. He also at- 
tacked Faubus, McMath and Al- 
ford as being products of one 
political machine.
